These  included  5 of  Enteric  Fever,  163  of  Scarlet  Fever. 
155  of  Diphtheria,  28  of  Erysipelas,  1 of  Puerperal  Fever. 
2 of  Cerebro-Spinal  Fever,  171  of  Tuberculosis,  and  89  of 
Measles  (the  latter  being  from  the  Langholm  District). 
The  proportion  of  cases  notified  (other  than  Measles)  to 
1000  persons  living  was  8-22.

I’iie  returns  made  to  the  Local  Government  Board  for  each 
District  and  Burgh  arc  summarised  in  the  following  table  : 
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Of  the  five  cases  reported  as  Enteric  Fever,  four 
reacted  to  the  Widal  test.  The  fifth  did  not,  and  developed 
German  Measles.  Of  those  which  reacted,  one  returned 
to  his  home  from  another  County  with  the  disease  on  him  ; 
two  were  associated  with  the  use  of  polluted  waters  : in 
the  fourth  no  definite  cause  could  be  found  except  that 
the  house  drainage  system  was  unsatisfactory. 

The  overcrowding  in  Annan  was  reflected  in  the  number 
of  cases  of  both  Scarlet  Fever  and  Diphtheria  reported  from 
this  area  ; the  percentage  of  Scarlet  Fever  notifications 
from  District  and  Burgh  being  63-8,  and  of  Diphtheria 
68-4.  The  three  fatalities  from  Scarlet  Fever  occurred 
in  the  Annan  District;  and  of  the  nine  from  Diphtheria, 
four  were  in  the  District  and  five  in  the  Burgh. 

Of  the  155  cases  of  Diphtheria  notified.  98  were  con- 
firmed bacteriologically ; 55  were  not  confirmed,  and 

two  fatal  cases  were  not  examined. 

The  two  cases  of  Cerebro-Spinal  Fever  occurred  in 
persons  recently  arrived  in  the  County — one  being  a 
soldier  detailed  for  agricultural  work  (the  illness  in  this 
instance  not  being  diagnosed  until  the  patient  was  admitted 
to  a military  hospital),  and  the  other  a child  from  Dum- 
bartonshire. 

One  hundred  and  seventy-one  intimations  of  cases  of 
Tuberculosis  were  received.  Of  these  117  were  suffering 
from  Pulmonary  Disease,  27  from  Glandular.  8 from  Osseous. 
7 from  Joint.  4 from  Meningeal.  4 from  Abdominal.  1 from 
Vesical,  1 from  Genital,  and  2 from  Dermal  (Lupus).  Among 
these  cases  there  were  forty-five  deaths,  eight  of  which 
were  transferred  out.  leaving  thirty-seven.  In  addition, 
forty-six  deaths  occurred  among  persons  notified  in  pre- 
vious years,  five  deaths  being  transferred  in.  and  three 
occurring  among  persons  who  had  escaped  notification. 
The  total  number  of  deaths  from  Tuberculosis  was  there- 
fore 91.  of  which  95  were  due  to  Pulmonary  Disease.  10  to 
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Meningitis,  7 to  Abdominal  Disease,  and  9 to  other  forms. 
Thirty-one  cases  were  sent  to  the  Dumfries  and  Galloway 
Royal  Infirmary,  twenty-two  to  Lochmaben  Hospital, 
twelve  to  Bridge-of-Weir  Sanatorium,  and  eleven  to  West- 
morland Sanatorium.  One  was  sent  independently  to  the 
Cumberland  Infirmary  before  a diagnosis  was  made.  At 
the  end  of  the  year  there  were  24  shelters  in  use  in  various 
parts  of  the  County.  Of  the  total  cases  notified,  60  were 
insured  under  the  National  Health  Insurance  Act,  5 were 
discharged  soldiers,  and  8 inmates  of  an  Institution.

The  cases  included  under  the  head  of  “ Other  Causes  ” 
were — Measles  6,  Chickenpox  (from  a military  hospital)  4. 
Erysipelas  1,  Observation  3.  In  addition,  23  cases  of 
Pulmonary  Phthisis  were  sent  to  Lochmaben  Hospital. 

For  further  notes  on  the  infectious  diseases,  and  on 
laboratory  and  general  sanitary  work,  reference  may  be 
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made  to  the  Quarterly  Reports  Venereal  Diseases  ar  J 
Child  Welfare  Schemes  are  not  yet  agreed  upon  hot 
examinations  of  specimens  in  the  former  are  being  don  - 
in  the  laboratory,*  and  are  proving  of  considerable  assist- 
ance to  practitioners.  In  the  outdoor  work  great  difficulty 
is  being  experienced  in  the  way  of  dealing  suitably  with 
accumulations  of  house  refuse,  and  it  would  appear  as  if 
several  scavenging  schemes  may  he  necessary  if  no  other 
solution  of  the  problem  can  be  found  by  those  responsible. 


* 67  specimens  of  blood  were  examined  by  the  Wassermann 
test,  11  of  discharge  for  gonococci  and  2 of  discharge  for 
spirochaetes.
